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PREFACE 


PURPOSE  AND  PLAN 

This  is  a  spelling  book  pure  and  simple,  designed  for  use 
in  all  the  grades  or  years  of  school  work  above  the  third.1  It 
has  been  arranged  on  a  definite  psychological  plan,  based  upon 
an  examination  of  the  schools  of  nearly  all  the  large  cities 
of  the  country  and  upon  a  careful  study  of  the  actual  spell- 
ing of  more  than  33,000  pupils. 

The  characteristic  features  of  the  book  are : 

1.  The  careful  grading  of  the  work  in  accordance  with 
the  natural  growth  of  the  child's  comprehension;  the  words 
selected  for  each  successive  year  being  on  a  somewhat  more 
mature  mental  plane. 

2.  The  precedence  given  to  common  words. 

•3.  The  small  number  of  words  as  compared  with  the  ground 
covered. 

4.  The  provision  made  for  thorough  drill,  by  means  of 
constant  reviews. 

GRADING 

As  the  book  is  graded  upon  the  plan  of  postponing  the 
presentation  of  a  word  until  it  has  become  familiar  to  the 
pupil,  the  study  of  the  meaning  of  words  is  rendered  prac- 
tically unnecessary. 

Another  result  of  the  plan  of  grading  is  to  obviate  largely 
the  necessity  for  the  study  of  pronunciation.  Drill  in  pronun- 
ciation is  needed  on  such  words  only  as  are  liable  to  be  mis- 
pronounced ;  and  these  —  a  comparatively  small  number  in  the 
case  of  familiar  words — -are  indicated  by  daggers  (f)  in  the 
text,  and  placed  together  syllabified  and  marked  at  the  end 
of  each  year's  work.  Other  words  have  not  been  divided  into 
syllables;  for,  as  my  tests  have  shown  that  such  division  is

of  no  advantage,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  lead  the  pupil 
to  learn  the  words  as  they  are  used  in  life. 

The  system  of  grading  adopted  has  served  also  to  reduce 
the  number  of  words  in  the  book  —  as  explained  in  another 
paragraph. 

SELECTION  OF   WORDS 

The  words  have  been  selected,  primarily,  with  reference  to 
their  use  in  ordinary  affairs ;  and  the  suggestion  is  offered  that 
the  time  devoted  to  spelling  as  such  be  given  to  the  words  of 
the  book  in  their  order  of  presentation.  Words  not  found  in 
the  spelling  book,  or  arising  in  the  classroom  before  they  have 
been  reached  in  the  book,  should  be  taught  incidentally,  and 
only  when  the  pupil  has  occasion  to  use  them  in  written  work. 

If  the  words  for  the  spelling  exercises  are  selected  from  the 
school  work  rather  than  from  the  whole  language, —  a  custom 
followed  in  some  schools,  —  the  instruction  in  spelling,  from 
the  standpoint  of  orthography,  is  necessarily  unsystematic  and 
directed  to  the  vocabulary  of  the  schoolroom  rather  than  to 
that  of  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life.  Furthermore,  it  is  not 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  words  selected  at  random  by  the 
teacher  —  a  plan  pursued  in  other  schools  —  can  so  fully  meet 
the  demands  of  later  life  as  those  carefully  selected  and  graded 
after  a  discriminating  consideration  of  every  word  in  the  lan- 
guage. Moreover,  it  is  only  by  means  of  a  rational  sequence 
in  the  order  of  presentation  that  justice  in  the  matter  of 
common  words  can  be  done  to  those  children  who  are  obliged 
to  leave  school  before  the  end  of  the  course. 

NUMBER   OF  WORDS 

That  the  ground  covered  is  much  larger  than  is  indicated 
by  the  number  of  words  in  the  book,  is  due  to  the  exclusion  of 
many  classes  of  words  that  require  no  special  drill. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  exclude  all  words  containing  no 
real  orthographical  difficulty. 

To  a  very  large  extent,  derivative  words  formed  according 
to  rule  have  been  omitted.  This  implies,  of  course,  that  the 
rules  themselves  must  be  thoroughly  learned.  While  it  is 
true  that  the  study  of  rules  is  to  a  certain  extent  mechanical, 
yet  the  amount  of  mechanical  work  therein  involved  is  very 
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small  as  compared  with  that  required  in  studying  individually 
all  the  words  to  which  they  apply.  When  the  rules  are  under- 
stood only  the  exceptional  words  need  be  studied  individually, 
and  these  at  the  time  they  occur  in  the  regular  course. 

There  are  in  all  not  more  than  three  classes  of  rules  calling 
for  careful  study;  and  these  are  presented  in  a  very  simple 
form  on  pages  127,  128.  The  words  to  which  they  apply 
reach  far  into  the  thousands;  but  the  exceptions  among  com- 
mon words  do  not  exceed  a  score.  The  belief  that  rules  are 
not  worth  studying,  on  the  ground  that  they  are  all  offset 
by  exceptions,  is,  therefore,  not  well  founded. 

While  it  would  be  absurd  to  expect  the  pupil  to  grasp  these 
rules  in  the  course  of  a  week  or  a  month,  it  is  equally  absurd 
to  imagine  that  he  cannot  learn  and  apply  them  when  they  are 
called  to  his  attention  day  after  day  for  several  years,  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  pursued  in  this  work. 

Further,  an  abridgment  of  the  course  has  naturally  resulted 
from  the  system  of  grading  employed.  According  to  this  sys- 
tem, as  has  been  indicated,  the  spelling  of  a  word  should  be 
studied  only  after  its  use  and  meaning  are  known  to  the  pupil.  It 
has  been  found,  however,  that  very  many  words  belonging  to  the 
maturer  years  are  so  easy  to  spell  that,  when  the  proper  time  for 
their  introduction  arrives,  drill  on  them  is  no  longer  required. 
Consequently,  those  words  have  been  entirely  omitted  which, 
from  a  psychological  standpoint,  belong  to  a  high  grade,  while, 
orthographically,  their  grading  should  be  low.  The  number 
of  words  thus  naturally  excluded,  and  without  detriment  to 
the  course,  is  very  large. 

The  system  which  does  not  call  for  the  spelling  of  a  word 
until  its  meaning  is  understood,  may  perhaps  be  said  to  close 
at  the  end  of  the  seventh  year,  when  the  words  of  the  ordinary 
vocabulary  have  for  the  most  part  become  exhausted.  For 
this  reason  words  may  be  found  in  the  eighth  year's  list  which 
some  might  consider  beyond  the  pupil.  The  words  in  the 
supplementary  list  are  not  intended  for  the  elementary  schools. 

A  careful  selection  of  geographical  names,  difficult  to  spell, 
will  be  found  on  pages  123-126.  They  cover  the  entire  field. 
That  the  number  of  these  words  is  small  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
nearly  all  the  names  of  important  places  are  easy  to  spell. 
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ARRANGEMENT  OF  WORDS 

The  book  has  been  divided  into  lessons,  each  of  which  rep- 
resents an  entire  week's  work  —  not  counting  the  reviews  and 
special  lists.  The  number  of  words  in  a  lesson  varies  from 
15  to  24.  Frequently,  words  are  repeated  at  the  end  of  the 
lesson  with  derivatives,  for  practice  in  the  application  of  the 
rules. 

With  certain  exceptions,  the  arrangement  of  the  lists  has 
been  guided  either  by  orthographical  analogy  or  by  the  mean- 
ing of  the  words.  The  arrangement  by  analogy,  it  is  believed, 
will  render  the  study  of  new  words  very  easy.  But,  to  obviate 
the  objection  that  has  been  made  to  such  an  order,  —  namely, 
that  spelling  thus  learned  is  quickly  forgotten,  —  many  of  the 
words  are  repeated  in  reviews,  so  that,  when  they  have  once 
been  memorized,  the  aid  of  analogy  is  withdrawn. 

REVIEWS 

The  provisions  for  reviews  are  numerous. 

In  the  fourth  and  fifth  years,  as  in  Part  I,  most  of  the 
words  appearing  in  the  columns  are  immediately  repeated  in 
sentences ;  and  every  fifth  lesson  is  devoted  to  a  review  of  the 
more  difficult  words  —  alphabetically  arranged  —  contained  in 
the  four  preceding  lessons.  At  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  will 
be  found  a  review  of  the  most  difficult  words  in  Part  I. 

After  the  fifth  year,  the  sentences  are  omitted,  but  provision 
is  made  for  the  review  of  the  most  difficult  words  at  the  end 
of  every  sixth  lesson. 

At  the  end  of  each  year's  work,  throughout  the  book,  will  be 
found  an  alphabetical  list  of  many  of  the  difficult  words  on  all 
the  preceding  pages. 

In  conclusion,  the  suggestion  is  offered  that  not  more  than 
fifteen  minutes  daily  be  devoted  to  spelling,  including  both 
study  and  recitation.  As  I  have  shown  elsewhere,  additional 
time  given  to  the  subject  is  not  rewarded  by  additional  return.1

RULES 

1.  Rules  relating  to  the  dropping  or  retaining  of 
final  e. 

(a)  Words  ending  in  e  preceded  by  a  consonant  usually 
drop  e  on  taking  a  suffix  beginning  with  a  vowel.  (See 
rule  c.)      Example:   move,  moving. 

(6)  Words  ending  in  ue  drop  e  on  taking  any  suffix.  Ex- 
amples :    argue,  arguing ;   true,  truly. 

(c)  Words  ending  in  ce  or  ge  retain  e  on  adding  able,  ably, 
or  oils.  Examples  :  change,  changeable  ;  courage  coura- 
geous;  notice,  noticeable. 

(d)  Most  words  ending  in  e  retain  e  on  taking  a  suffix 
beginning  with  a  consonant.  (See  rules  b  and  e.)  Example  : 
move,  movement. 

(e)  Words  ending  in  dge  drop  e  on  taking  any  suffix.  Ex- 
amples :    judge,  judging ;  judge,  judgment. 

The  noteworthy  exceptions  to  the  above  rules  are  :  singeing,  tingeing, 
vagueness,  vaguely,  awful,  wholly. 

2.  Rules  relating  to  the  doubling  of  the  final  con- 
sonant. 

(a)  Monosyllables  and  words  accented  on  the  last  syllable, 
ending  in  a  single  consonant  preceded  by  a  single  vowel,  usually 
double  the  final  consonant  on  taking  a  suffix  beginning  with  a 
vowel.  (See  rule  b,  on  the  next  page.)  (Other  words  do  not 
double  the  final  consonant.)  Examples  :  run,  running ;  forgot, 
forgotten. 
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(6)  Words  in  which,  the  accent  is  thrown  back  upon  another 
syllable,  after  the  derivative  is  formed,  do  not  double  the  final 
consonant.     Examples  :  prefer,  preference ;  refer,  reference. 

Final  x  is  never  doubled,  being  itself  equivalent  to  the  two  con- 
sonants ks. 

The  noteworthy  exceptions  to  the  above  rules  are:  gases,  gaseous, 
transferable,  crystallize,  cancellation,  tranquillity,  woolly. 

3.  Eules  relating  to  the  retaining  or  changing  of 
final  y. 

(a)  Words  ending  in  y  preceded  by  a  consonant  retain  y  on 
taking  a  suffix  beginning  with  i;  but  on  taking  a  suffix  begin- 
ning with  any  other  letter,  y  is  in  most  cases  changed  to  i. 
(See  rule  b.)  In  forming  the  plural  of  nouns  and  the  third 
person  singular  of  verbs,  y  is  changed  to  i  and  es  is  added. 
Examples  :  cry,  crying ;  lazy,  laziness  ;  duty,  dutiable ; 
country,  countries ;   try,  tries. 

(6)  Adjectives  of  one  syllable  ending  in  y  preceded  by  a 
consonant  retain  the  y  on  taking  any  suffix.  Examples  :  shy, 
shyness;    sly,  slyest. 

(c)  Words  ending  in  y  preceded  by  a  vowel  retain  y  on  tak- 
ing any  suffix.  Examples  :  obey,  obeyed  ;  joy,  joyful  ;  val- 
ley, valleys  ;   play,  plays. 

The  exceptions  to  rule  a  are  words  not  in  common  use,  as :  duteous, 
piteous,  beauteous,  etc. 

The  exceptions  to  rule  b  are :  drier,  driest. 

The  exceptions  to  rule  c  are  :  daily,  laid,  paid,  said. 
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
